ILLINOIS CENTRAL STOCKHOLDERS. 


Nes RA 
Gathering at Hartford of Those Opposed to 
| the Present Management. 

Hanrrorp, Conn., Sept. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Two millions or more in Illinois Central stock 
was represented at a meeting here today of 
stockholders resident at Hartford and vicinity 
who are dissatisfied with the management of 
the company and apprehensive of the proposed 
additional stock issue of five millions. Sec- 
retary Woodward of the Board of Trade read 
along report dated Aug. 8, prepared at the 
instance of certain dissatisfied stockholders in 
Chicago. After Mr. Woodward had closed 
the meeting was addressed by E. B. Mason 
of Chicago, who asked that the Hart- 
ford and other Eastern stockholders unite 
with the dissenting interest in Illinois 
in protesting at the annual meeting Oct. 6 
against the policy of the present manage- 
ment. He explained that it was the plan of 
the Chicago party to insist upon a larger local 
representation in the Board of Directors to 
bring more experienced railroad men into the 
management and to protest against a further 
stock increase which may reduce dividends. 
Continuing, he explained that the binding 
powers of the corporation are exhausted, and 
there is a floating debt of over $3,000,000 rep- 
resented by bills payable, largely held in New 
York. He could not say whether the pro- 
ceeds of the new stock is wanted to pay this 
floating debt or provide means for World’s 
Fair purposes. He believed that General 
Manager Jeffery should be brought 
back into the road. The _ dissatisfied 
stockholders in Chicago propose to offer a 
ticket at the annual meeting, and will claim 
that under the law a majority of the directors 
must reside in Illinois. The codperation of 
Eastern stockholders is desired by proxies or 
acommittee. He admitted that the present 
management controls through proxies of 
European stockholders who cannot now be 
reached. 

A Hartford stockholder suggested that the 
additional stock issue woula be no worse than 
paying interest on the floating debt. The

H. Miller during the war and a little while 
after he went away my home was so unhappy 
that I in desperation married Charles 
R. Hestin and he made my life such 
a burden that I got a divorce from him in 
1882 and remained single until last year, when 
I married George Rowland. I have had such 
a hard life that if itis true that I will get 
$63,000 I will fly away from Chicago so fast 
that millions of birds couldn’t catch me. 

The James H. Miller in question was a Cap- 
tain in the Union army. He has bequeathed 
to Mrs. Rowland if she is located before Jan. 
1, 1891, $60,000 in personalty and $3,000 in real 
estate. In the event of her not being found 
it goes to charity.

MINERS WANT MORE PAY. 


WESTERN COAL-DIGGERS THREATEN 
TO STRIKE, 


The Men at Spring Valley Insist on a Raise 

of Seven and One-Half Cents Per Ton, 

_ and Threaten to Quit Work Unless It Is 

Granted—The Advance Made by Com- 

peting Companies—Trouble Feared in 
the Indiana Block Coal Fields. 


Sprine Vatxey, III., Sept. 18,—[Special. ]— 
In all probability there will be another strike 
in Spring Valley Nov. 1. It can be avoided 
only by the coal company paying as much for 
mining as its neighbors. The La Salle, 
Oglesby, and Streator coal companies an- 
nounced their intention one month ago to give 
an advance of TH cents a ton for mining Nov. 
1, This advance is equivalent to the reduc- 
tion sustained one year ago, and puts mining 
on the same basis as it was in 1889. 
The Spring Valley Coal company has not 
made public its intention but it has inti- 
mated that under the present condition of the 
market it will be unable to pay it. The min- 
ers in their meetings and in public declare 
that if the company refuses to pay the ad- 
vance they will strike. In the yearly contract 
with the miners the company agrees, if an ad- 
vance takes place at any time or place in 
this competitive coal district, it will pay a 
corresponding advance. It is generally hoped 
that an amicable settlement will be made, 
but the men show a determined front and 
propose to make the company live up to the 
agreement. 

.Brarpwoop, III., Sept. 18,—[Special.]— 
Nothing can be learned here concerning a 
strike of the miners in this and ad joining coal 
fields. Many construe the extreme silence of 
the miners when spoken to on the subject as 
meaning trouble. The men claim they are 
entitled to an advance Oct. 1, but everything 
depends on the action taken by the miners in 
the southern part of the State. Inquiry at 
the company’s office elicited the information 
that no trouble was anticipated. The mines 
are running to their fullest capacity, thus giv- 
ing the miners steadier work than they have 
had for years. 


The Situation at Streator. 

Srrzator, III., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Streator mines are running to their full ca- 
pacity and miners are getting all the work 
they can do. The coal trade here is better 
than it has been for years, and the prospects 
for a good winter’s business are bright. There 
is no visible agitation in labor circles, and no 
belligerent feeling is manifest among the 
miners. The contract signed by the miners 
last spring provides that, in case an equiv- 
alent advance is gained in Southern IIli- 
nois, they are to receive 7 cents per 
ton raise here Nov. 1. The Star 
Coal company, operating mines extensively at 
Streator and Coal City, made an uncondi- 
tional contract with their miners last spring 
whereby they are to receive the advance re- 
gardless of the action of Southern Illinois 
companies. There is a confident expectation 
on the part of the miners that all of the oper- 
ators will grant the advance unconditionally 
when the time comes because of the improved 
condition of the coal trade. Operators, when 
questioned, will neither deny nor admit this 
proposition, but express confidence that there 
will be no strike. The disastrous effect of the 
last struggle has made operators and miners 
very reluctant to enter on another contest, 
and the impression prevails that if the present 
trade prospects are realized an advance will 
probably be granted without a fight, and if 
trade does not meet present expectations the 
miners will probably not ask for the advance 
unless a corresponding one is granted in 
Southern Illinois. At present all seems peace- 
able and amicable between the miners and 
operators. 

Braziz, Ind., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
miners of block coal held a meeting at this 
place last Monday and concluded to make a 
demand upon the operators for 10 cents more 
on the ton, and appointed a committee to 
wait upon the chairman of the arbitration 
committee of the operators. The committee 
did so, but the chairman paid no attention to 


‘the notice. Nor have the miners taken further 


action in the matter as yet. The operators 
claim that the price for mining was fixed at 
75 cents per ton, the amount the men are now 
getting, until May 1, 1891, and that their con- 
tracts were made on that basis at a smMall mar- 
gin, and they cannot do better. As the miners 
have steady work and winter is rapidly ap- 
proaching and they need every dollar they can 
earn, it is not probable that any number of 
them will favor a strike at this time. 
In Central Illinois, 

SPN, III., Sept. 18. —[Special. 1— 
There will be no strike among the miners of 
Central Illinois at this time or at least for sev- 
eral weeks to come, either from direct causes 
or out of sympathy for strikers in other dis- 
tricts. This policy has been determined upon 
by the officers of the miners’ organizations as 
the best for the mining interest. There have 
been some expressions of dissatisfaction, and 
hence the situation cannot be said to be en- 
tirely harmonious, but it is believed all 
trouble can be averted. The operators have 
practically agreed to all demands made, and 
an advance in the scale is expected to go into 
force by Nov. 1. 

A prominent miner organizer said tonight 
he did not believe there would be a strike 
among the miners in any part of the State at 
present. The miners in all the important 
parts in the northern districts were getting a 
scale of prices entirely satisfactory consider- 
ing the present status of the coal trade. Some 
dissatisfaction existed at small points like 
Spring Valley, and there was talk of a strike, 
but if such a course was pursued the men at 
Braidwood, La Salle, and other points would 
refuse to go out. There would be an advance 
in the northern district in November. The 
same would be made in Central Illinois, and 
Southern Illinois was bound to follow, though 
there might possibly be some trouble in 
Southern Illinois. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
dispatch published this morning announcing 
that Patrick McBride of the Executive Board 
of the United Mine-Workers’ Association was 
on his way to Springfield, III., with the 
avowed determination of calling out the 40, 
000 miners employed in the Illinois and 
Indiana coalfields created no little con- 
sternation here, Representatives of the 
Consolidated Mining company of this city 
were interviewed this evening and stated that 
they have no grounds for believing that there 
will be any tfouble in the Belleville district 
controlled by them, but on the contrary their 
relations with the miners are most harmo- 
nious. The Consumers’ Coal company, oper- 
ating the Ruby and O’Fallon mines at Fermin 
and O’Fallon, III., while not anticipat- 
ing any immediate strike, say that 
they look for one about the middle of 
October. hat there is a scarcity of coal and 
cars and the price will undoubtedly be ad- 
vanced by the Ist of the month; that the 
operators are fully aware of this and will 
doubtless make a demand for a half cent per 
bushel advance over the present prices of 
mining, and if this should not be conceded the 
Operators have no under- 
standing with one another as yet, but will 
probably get together the coming week and 
determine upon what course to pursue.

Heavy Damage by the Collapse of a Dam in 
New York—Loss by Floods, 

Troy. N. Y., Sept. 18.—The dam at the out- 
let of the reservoir known as the Bonesteel 
Pond, six miles northeast of the Village of 
Poestenkill, gave way about 2 o’clock this 
morning. The water rushed down through 
the narrow vailey, tearing up trees and carry- 
ing away everything standing in its course. 
Six new bridges on the Poestenkill and Colum- 
bia highway were swept away and destroyed 
and all buildings on the line of the stream 
were washed away. Three sawmills were de- 
stroyed and the barns and sheds of George 
Cottrell were wrecked. At the hamlet of Bar- 
berville John Randall’s shop was demolished, 
but the water reaching the flats and spreading 
out, the village was saved. At Poestenkill the 
streets were flooded and Wheeler’s shoe shop 
was swept from its foundation. 

Hupson, N. X., Sept. 18.—The recent rains 
in this vicinity have created a threatening 
freshet in various parts of the county. At 
Stockport and Stuyvesant fears are enter- 
tained that the various mills will be injured, 
if not swept away. Roseman’s knitting mill 
is flooded in the first story. All dwellings are 
unoccupied. The inmates moved with boats. 
Not a dam can be seen on the creek. The 
water is higher than any time since the freshet 
of 1869. 

Nzw York, Sept. 18.— Special. ]—Unfavor- 
able reports come from South Carolina and 
Louisiana concerning the damage done to the 
harvested rice crops from the heavy raius pre- 
vailing along the Atlantic and gulf coasts 
during the last ten days. The stacked rice is 
being practically ruined by these continuous 
showers, and immediate dry weather is im- 
peratively needed to permit of any surt of a 
crop to be made this year. Should the rains 
continue a day or two longer the crop in 
South Carolina alone will be fully 60 per cent 
short.

William O’Brien was arrested at Glengariff 
and taken to Cork. Warrants have been 
issued for the arrest of Messrs. Sheehy and 
Condon, members of the House of Commons, 
Patrick O’Brien, and the Rev. David 
Humphreys of Tipperary. 

Mrs. O’Brien was present at the time her 
husband was arrested. The charges against 
Mr. O’Brien are similar to those on which Mr. 
Dillon was arrested. These charges are based 
on speeches made 7 him at Limerick and 
Tipperary, in which, it is alleged, he advised 
his auditors not to pay rent. From Glengariff, 
which is at the head of Bantry Bay, and not 
far from Cork, Mr. O’Brien was immediately 
carried to that city. In addition to those al- 
ready mentioned it is ascertained that a war- 
rant has been issued for a Mr. Dalton, who 
has been active in the work of the Land 
League. 

Here in Dublin the police are keeping a 
strict watch of the headquarters of the Land 

e. Persons entering or leaving are sub- 
jected to the closest scrutiny. Dispatches from 
Tipperary report that the organizers of the 
local branch of the league there are under 
close police surveillance and are being con- 
stantly shadowed. 

This special activity of the police leads to 
the belief that the authorities are contemplat- 
ing further arrests. It is considered alto- 
gether probable that warrants are already out 
against many leaders in the Land League of 
secondary rank and importance who have 
made themselves obnoxious by the active part 
they have taken in recent anti-rent campaigns. 
No one will be surprised, therefore, to hear at 
any moment that other men have been taken 
into custody. 

This sudden action of the Government has 
fallen like a bolt from a clear sky. The 
Irish Nationalists had no suspicion of the im- 
pending blow, and are at a loss to know what 
it portends. Mingled surprise and indigna- 
tion are the predominent feelings in Dublin 
today. 

Dispatches from various parts of Ireland in- 


dicate that the Nationalists are every N 


greatly excited at the arrests. 
The Men Admitted to Bail. 

In the Tipperary court formal evidence of 
the arrest of O’Brien was given before 
Magistrate Irwin, and Mr. Ronan, who 
conducted the prosecution, asked that 
O’Brien be remanded until Thurs- 
day. Counsel for O’Brien eross- 
examined Inspector Raffer with the view of 
showing that although O’Brien had commit- 
ted the alleged illegal acts in June no 
steps had been taken for his ar- 
rest until it was heard that be 
was going to America. Inspector 
Raffer denied that the mission to America 
had anything whatever to do with the case. 
Mr. O’Brien here remarked that the whole 
world knew the Government’s motive 
for making the arrests. Mr. 
O’Brien was admitted to bail, 
Canon Cahill being his surety. On the appli- 
cation of Mr. Ronan warrants were issued for 
the arrest of other members of the National 
League. 

There was a slight disturbance outside the 
court-house at Tipperary. A large crowd of 
people, accompanied by a drum and fife 
band, were waiting at the station here 
for Mr. Dillon, who drove in the Mayor’s 
carriage to his own residence, where 
he addressed the people from the steps. He 
said that the more frequently arrests were 
made the more resolute Irishmen would be- 
come in the national cause. 

Dillon was also bailed, giving £1,000 as se- 
curity. He was remanded until Thursday. 

The warrant mentions offenses occurring 
between March and September. 


A constable served a summons on Mr. 


Sheehy at his residence but did not arrest 
him. 

Mr. Dillon in an interview after his arrest 
the object of the Govern- 
ment in taking such a step was 
a mystery to him, unless it was its intention 
to prevent the mission of himself and his as- 
sociates to America. He was sure, however, 
that the Americans would not deprive the ten- 
ants of the Tipperary and other estates of 
needful support, although it might be impos- 
sible for Mr. O'Brien and himself to go to 
America and make a personal appeal 
in their behalf. In his opinion the 
arrests would do more harm (to 
the opponents of the tenants than 
a dozen public meetings. Mr. Dillon also re- 
marked that the coincidence of a priest de- 
nouncing the Irish agitation at the very 
moment when the warrants for 
the arrest of himself and his 
associates were being drawn would appear to 
many not to bea mere accident. Happily he 
had satisfied himself that the reports of dis- 
sension in the Irish party were unfounded, 
and that its ranks presented an anbroken 
front. 

The Feeling in London, 

Loxpox, Sept. 18.— The one topic in London 
today is the news from Ireland of the arrest 
today of several prominent Irish Nationalists. 
The general feeling is one of profound sur- 
prise, as the Government had kept its secret 
so well that no hint of its intended action had 
reached the public. No explanation of the 
reasons for the Government’s course has as yet 
been vouchsafed. On all sides doubts 
are freely expressed as to the political 
wisdom displayed, but it is too early 
to estimate the effect of the arrests on 
public opinion in England. The Parnellites, 
while grea tly surprised, are by no means cast 
down. Their éxperience in the past leads them 
to take a philosophical view of the situation, 
and to expect as the final outcome advantage 
to their cause. Their theory of the arrests at 
this particular juncture is that the Govern- 
ment decided on them in order to prevent the 
departure of Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien to 
America. This the Government wished to 
stop, the Parnellites assert, because they 
feared that the effect of the speeches of the

DION BOUCICAULT PASSES AWAY. 


The Playwright and Actor Succumbs to a 
Lingering Illness, 

New York, Sept. 18.—Dion Boucicault, the 
playwright and actor, died after a lingering 
illness at 9:15 o’clock this evening. 

Mr. Boucicault had caught a cold, which 
developed into pneumonia Tuesday afternoon. 
He rapidly became worse. He was con- 
scious up to the time of his death. The only 
persons with him when he died were his wife 
and nurse. 

[Dion Boucicault was born in England in 1823 
and commenced his remarkable career in 1841 
with the production of London Assurance.” 
This was followed by “Old Heads and Young 
Hearts,“ which was produced at the Haymarket 
in London in 1846, while in the next five years “A 
School for Scheming,” Confidence, The Brok- 
en Vow,“ L’Abboye de Castro,” and the Queen 
of Spades followed, 

June 14, 1852, Mr. Boncicault made his début in 
a piece written by himself entitled The Vam- 
pire.“ The play was trashy, like halfa dozen 
that preceded it and as many that quickly fol- 
lowed. Iu 18883 the author came to America and 
superintended various revivals of his plays at 
Wallack’s. His translation of “Louis XI.,“ 
now played by Irving, was first brought 
out in New York. In 1860 days of 
success began for him when The Colleen Bawn 
was played at the Adeiphi Theater, London. The 
melodrama ran for a year less five days. “The 
Octoroon followed, then The Cricket on the 
Hearth,” and in 1865 “ Arrah-na-Pogue,” After 
Dark,“ and “The Shaughraun were the best of 
a score of succeeding works, mostly translations. 

What the London Athenwum said of Mr. 
Boucicault’s first success, “London Assur- 
ance, may be applied to many of his later works 
—they are “ triumphs of the instinct of appropria- 
tion.“ Perhaps no one has put more clever say- 
ings into the mouths of actors than this prolific 
writer, while at the same time he has kept curious 
people busy finding out where he stwle his plots 
and kidnaped his ideas. 

In 1854 he was married to Agnes Robertson, the 
union resulting in tlie birth of six children—Dion 
William, Eve, Darley George, Patrice, Nina, and 
Aubrey Robertson. Of these all are now alive save 
the eldest, who met a heroic death in a railroad 
accident in England in 1875 when but 20 years of 
age. Boucicault and his wife did not get along well 
together, and in 1880 she commenced proceedings 
for divorce, Boucicault having denied that there 
had ever been any marriage ceremony performed. 
Before the case ever came to a hearing in 1883 the 
trouble was satisfactorily arranged and the suit 
was withdrawn. Subsequently he was divorced 
and remarried. ]

It is stated that in certain cases where Ettinger 
had previously given “ warnings” against cer- 
tain buildings when fires occurred in them he 
appeared on behalf of the individuals to adjust 
their losses. Each subscribing company 
paid Ettinger about $250 a year and re 
ceived from him from time to time notice 
that a fire would occur at a certain place about a 
certain time. How Ettinger managed to read the 
future does not appear, but so accurate were his 
predictions that the companies subscribing to his 
bureau felt that they were making a paying in- 
vestment. They received his cautions without 
asking questions and at once took steps to 
protect themselves by canceling their poli- 
cies. Sometimes ttinger would convey 
his information by word of mouth, some 
times by anonymous notes sent through the 
mails, the source of which seemed to be under- 
stood by the company receiving them. The offi- 
cers of the companies dealing with Ettinger do 
not appear to have been troubled in their con- 
sciences. Itwas with them a cold-blooded busi- 
ness transaction. They had discovered that as a 
matter purely of business it paid them to pay him 
and be guided by his tips.’ 

The names of some of the companies mentioned 
in connection with — gh bureau are the 
Royal, Hanover, Continental, Guardian of Lon- 
don, Phoonix of London, Niagara, Phoenix of 
Brooklyn, German American, B. Lockwood (two 
companies), and Queen. 

Ettinger was an educated man, born in Posen 
about fifty yearsago. His offices at the time of 
his death were at No. 3% Nassau street. m his 
di little rooms there he issued to his sub- 
scribers his manuscript book. The book wasa 
trifling little affair for the amount of money paid 
for it. He was a wonderful judge of human 
nature, and would frequently sayin reply to a 
subscriber’s question, such as: ;

The “Mail and Express” Man Creates a

SOUTHERN STEEL PROVES A SUCCESS. 


The Metal Stands All the Severe Tests ‘to | 
Which It Is Subjected. 

Cuatranooaa, Tenn., Sept. 18.—[ Special. 
The Southern Steel company of this city made 
its first test in the manufacture of steel from 
the Southern iron yesterday, and the test ap- 
plied to it today shows that it was successful. 
The tests were made by hammering and bend- 
ing, and were applied more severely than will 
possibly ever be required of the steel in actual 
use. The ductibility and tensile properties 
are pronounced by experts to be all that is de- 
sired. It has a clear silvery tone when 
struck, and when cut shows a clear, sharp 
fracture, and a smooth surface. A large 
brick of metal was hammered to five inches in 
width and one-quarter of an inch in thick- 
ness, and when cooled was bent double with- 
out showing a break or even a flaw. Another 
and more severe test was applied by placing 
the head bar in cold water and then bending 
it double and welding it together without a 
flaw remaining. The process employed is the 
Siemans open-hearth basis steel process, and 
the iron is known as “pig charcoal.“ 
The analysis of the steel alrsady cast has not 
been completed, but from results obtained it 
is thought to contain nearly the required com- 
ponents. The charges already used consisted 
of one-third steel and wrought-iron scraps 
mixed, and the other two-thirds of charcoal 
pig, made at the La Grange, Tenn., furnace. 
The pigis graded as No.4 iron. It is de- 
scribed as containing eighty-nine one-hun- 
dreds of one per cent of silicon, two one- 
hundredths of one per, cent sulphur, 
and three-tenths of one per cent 
phosphorus. The ore from which 
the pig was made is from Stewart County, 
Tennessee, and was brown hematite ore hav- 
ing 49 per cent of metallic iron, 12 per cent of 
silica, and one-fourth of 1 per cent phos- 
phorous. The success of this first experiment 
has elated the members of the company, and 
they will arrange at once to begin the produc- 
tion on a large scale. The com- 
pany has formed a combination, in- 
cluding several furnaces in Alabama, together 
with nearly the entire output in Tennessee, 
all of which will be used in making steel in 
this city. John H. Inman, who is a large 
stockholder, was present and said that the re- 
sult surpassed his expectations. The South- 
ern Iron company, which bought the steel 
mill about a year ago, was organized with 
Nathaniel Baxter, President; W. E. McNeilly, 
Secretary and Treasurer; A. M. Shook, Gen- 
eral Manager; and a full Board of Directors, 
including John H. Inman and H. S. Chamber- 
lain. -The company is capitalized at about 
$3,000,000,

Tun report of the Utah Commission to the 
Secretary of the Interior for the year ending 
Sept. 1, 1890, does not give a flattering ac- 
count of the results of legislation in suppress- 
ing the evils of polygamy. The church still 
holds to the pernicious doctrine of plural 
marriages and denounces the National 
Government for its efforts at their sup- 
pression. No one is allowed promotion 
in the .church unless he professes open 
belief in polygamy as its fundamental 
doctrine and is ready at any time to violate 
the laws which have been made against it. 
In view of such a condition of things, the rec- 
ommendation of the commission that there 
should be still further legislation in support 
of existing laws should be promptly acted 
upon by Congress. There should be no back- 
ward steps in this matter. If Congress fails 
in its duty and allows the Mormon Church to 
go on unchecked, it will soon gain a new foot- 
hold, and the advantages which the Gentiles 
have secured in the recent election speedily 
will be lost. If the laws are not sufficiently 
effective they should be made so, and then 
they must be enforced at whatever cost may 
be necessary. It will be criminal to abandon 
the work which has been begun. Utah must 
be rescued and polygamy must be destroyed. 


ALTGELD’S BAD LAW. 

There is no doubt that Judge McConnell’s 
interpretation of the Naturalization law is 
right; a man who loses his naturalizat:on 
papers or his declaration papers must file 
a suit to establish the fact, the same as is 
done in other cases of lost records, and there 
is no other recourse as far as this case is con- 
cerned.” Judge Altgeld, inspired by parti- 
san demagogy, holds otherwise, and Monday 
night issued full papers to seven persons who 
said they had lost their papers, but who 
could not tell where they obtained them or 
what court issued them! There is little doubt 
that most of them lied. They had never taken 
out their first papers. This can be tested just 
now by proceedings to have the order of 
Altgeld granting the papers set aside. There 
is a precedent for this course. In 1888 a 
number of Italians were given naturalization 
papers in the Superior Court on the identi- 
fication testimony of one W. F. Walker. In- 
vestigation proved that Walker did not know 
the persons he identified, that many of them 
who were given “minor papers’! were of full 
age when they came to this country, and that 
the proceedings generally were fraudulent. 
The order granting the final papers was set 
aside, the certificates were taken from the per- 
sons to whom they were issued wherever 
found, and Walker is now in Joliet serving a 
term for perjury and forgery. Let the Alt- 
geld naturalization process be investigated in 
the same way. The Republican League re- 
cently established here has collected money to 
aid in such work, It should take hold imme- 
diately. It has been remiss in its avowed 
duty so far. Here is an opportunity to show 
that it is not a mere organization on paper. 
There is every reason to believe that half the 
new made citizens of the O' Brien-Sennott 
uaturalization bureau are not entitled to full 
papers. Some of the suspicious cases ought 
to be investigated. The minor paper cases 
certainly ought to be looked into, especially 
wherever the judicial demagogus Altgeld par- 
ticipated in the issue. | 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 

Sir John Macdonald, the Canadian Tory 
Premier, is considerably exercised over the 
passage of the McKinley Tariff bill. He is 
disposed to think that it is intended to dam- 
age Canadian interests and he reflects upon 
Congress for passing it, though he confesses 
that “he is not quite sure whether it was 
meant to hurt Canada or was passed because 
it is in consonance with the American Na- 
tional policy.” He is quite sure, however, 
that itis not in accordance with “the Cana- 


' dian ideas of reciprocity,’’ a sufficient reply to 


which is that the Canadian ideas of reciprocity 
are not in accordance with ours. Sir John 
Macdonald desires the old jug-handled reci- 
procity, which is just what the United States 
will not have. | 

The Canadian idea of reciprocity is to keep 
Ameri manufactures out of Canada and 
to open American doors to its raw material 
for the advantage of the superior American 
prices. Ina word, the modest Tories would 


| build Canada up at our expense. They expect 


us to pay full American prices for the prod- 
ucts of their farms, mines, fisheries, and for- 
estry, while they bar out American manufact- 
ures by high repressive duties. That 1s all 
Canadian Tories have ever offered to this 
country. We had that kind of reciprocity for 
twelve years—-from 1854 to 1866—and we have 
had a fragment of it in fisi#for ten years long- 
er. If Canada has no better reciprocity than 
that to offer to the United States she must 
expect a prompt and emphatic rejection. The 
United States can better afford to wait until 
Canada is ready to offer fair reciprocity 
than Canada can afford to wait until 
this country changes its purpose and 
accepts reciprocity that doesn’t recipro- 
cate, and it is useless for her to offer 
anything until she is ready for - a free ex- 
change of commodities all round. This coun- 
try will never again give open markets to Ca- 
nadian natural products and accept high tar- 
iffs on her manufactures in lien thereof. If 
Canada thinks it more to her advantage to ex- 
clude American ‘manufactures than to have 
the free range of the American markets for all 
her products that is her privilege, but it is not 
the American idea of fair trade. We are will- 
ing to exchange surpluses of all kinds, but not 
willing to take her surpluses and have our own

REAL-ESTATE W RESPONSI- 


It the real-estate speculators and option men 
of this county had not been so perniciously 
active during the last year or two the country

They have no means 
of knowing that this is pretty much 
all speculation and that it does not 
mean an actual advance in values. They do 
not know about the system by which a man 
pute up a few hundred dollars, gets an option 
on some property, and works it off for an in- 
creased price on some speculative fellow who 
in his turn marks it up and tries to pass it 
over to somebody else. Finally the glittering 
bubble bursts, and the last man is left empty- 
handed. | 

Chicago has been having its speculative real- 
estate boom, like many other cities. Here it 
has been intensified by the prospective World’s 
Fair and the senseléss gambling in lands in 
connection with the choice of a site. In a 
year or less from now the boom will have 
spent its force here, as it has in other places, 
aud the bogus values now placed on property 
will have to be scaled down. The froth and 
foam will settle, and it will be seen that the 
glass was not as full as it seemed. 


TWENTY MILLIONS FOR THE SUGAR TRUST 

The Senate put binding twine on the free 
list because it saw that the House had taken 
the duties off manilla and sisal grass, of which 
90 per cent of the twine is made, and because 
it believed the manufacturers being relieved 
from that burden needed no protection and 
were able to go it alone. Yet, after the House 


had put raw sugar on the free list at the same 


time, giving the refiner the abundant protec- 


sugars, this same Senate not only took 
brown sugars off the free list but raised the 
duty on the refined article to six-tenths of a 
cent a pound. 

It is a question whether the American re- 
finer needs any duty to protect him. It is 
stated on high authority that it costs no more 


gland or Scotland. Labor plays but a small 
part in this business, the chief outlay being 
for machinery. Itis certain that in 1887 six 
and a half million dollars’ worth of refined 
sugar was shipped from this country to En- 
gland. The refiners were able to compete 
thus successfully with a rebate of only 90 per 
cent of the duties. With no duties at all to 
pay they should do it even more succesefully. 
That such exportations were not continued 
was due chiefly to the fact that the increasing 
American consumption took about all thie 
sugar that could be made. 

The trust lobbyists say that it gives employ- 
ment to vast numbers of laborers, and that if 
its profits are cut down these tens of thousands 
of workingmen will suffer. There is nothing 
so false. There is no business in which 
„plant plays as great and labor as small a 
part as in that of sugar refining. There is 
none where labor adds as little t} the value of 
the raw material. The total number of men 
employed in all the refineries of the country 
in 1880 was but 5,857. The number is not 
much larger now. It does not exceed 7,000, 
because by the closing of many establishments 
by the Trust it takes fewer hands todo an 
equal amount of work than before. Nor are 
the wages high. In the last census year they 
were but $490 per person, all the employés but 
twenty-five being men. Hence the American 
workingman owes precious little to the Sugar 
Trust. His labor has been cheaply paid and 
will continue to be so, no matter how enor- 
mous the profits of the trust may be. 

The total amount of raw sugar imported 
into or produced in this country last year, 
reducing molasses to its equivalent in sugar, 
was 3,210,000,000 pounds, If it cost no more 
to do the work of refining here than it does 
abroad the duty of four-tenths of a cent per 
pound on refined sugar would protect the 
Sugar Trust to the tune of $12,800,000. It would 
permit it to charge that much more for its 
product before foreign sugar could begin to 
come in. If it cost the trust a little more than 
its competitors todo the refining—even if it 
were as much as two and a half million dol- 
lars—it would pocket a bonus of ten millions. 

The total capital invested in the refining 
business in 1880 was thirty million dollars. A 
legitimate increase would make it forty mill- 
ions now. On paper it is much more than 
that, but the difference, whatever it may be, 
is nothing but water.“ Since the money 
honestly invested in the business would earn 
a fair profit if there were no duty on imported 
refined sugar, why should the Government 
force American consumers to pay a yearly 
dividend of nearly thirteen million dollars to 
the Sugar Trust, especially after it has been 
robbing them right and left for so many 
years? 

It is bad enough to be threatened with that, 
but here comes the Senate, and by adding 
two-tenths of a cent a pound to the duty on 


paid the trust, or a total of $19,260,000. It 
may be possible to frame a plausible excuse— 
though not one which will stand examination 
for paying a bounty of $6,800,000 to the 
Louisiana sugar planters, but what shadow of 
an excuse can be found for this gift of nearly 
twenty millions to a few refiners? It would 
be interesting to know what influences the 
trust brought to bear on the House to get its 
bounty and on the Senate to increase it. It 
will be interesting to see how the Western 
members who have been talking about free 
sugar so lustily will deal with the sugar 
schedule when it comes before them again. 


SUPPRESSION IN A STATE CONVENTION. 

The State con ventions of Connecticut and 
New Hampshire, held day before yesterday, 
indorsed warmly Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity pol- 
icy. The Massachusetts convention, held the 
same day, did not. The omission is a singular 
one, since the policy advocated by Mr. Blaine 
would be of more benefit to Massachusetts 
than to either of the other manufactunng 
States which approved of it.

THE WINDOW-GLASS TRUST CHEEK. 

The Window-Glass Trust manufacturers 
have resolved to send a committee to Wash- 
ington to raise the duties on consumers. The 
McKinley bill put up the existing high duties 
on window-glass. The Senate adopted an 
amendment leaving them as they were. As 
the average duty paid on all glass imported 
during the last three years has been 104 per 
vent, and as the new Customs Administration 
bill has increased the duty considerably, one 
would think the trust manufacturers ought to 
be content with things as they are. But they 
are not. In spite of the cheap fuel of natural 
gas weils and in spite of their situation in the 
heart of the American market they stall claim 
that they must have more protection” and 
that the cost of every pane of window-glass 
used in this country in the homes of both rich 
and poor must be increased! 

At the same time that they are trying to get 
more protection from Congress they are 
forming what they call an assoviation,” but 
which the outside world knows is nothing 
more nor less than an illegal trust created for 
the purpose of frying out of the American con- 
sumer all the fat there isin him. The profits 
of the business have bred competition. Num- 
bers of small establishments have sprung up 
which dispose often of their output at prices 
below those the bigger manufacturers have 
been demanding. The competition of the little 
fellows “‘demoralizes the market.“ That is a 
trade term, which means that consumers get 
goods at more reasonable prices. To check 
this competition and to prevent the establish- 
ments which are run in an unbusiness-like 
way from depressing prices all the works will 
be united in one gigantic organization. The 
managers will see that the feebler concerns 
make as good profits asif they were intelli- 
gently run on business principles, and the con- 
sumers will foot the bills. The fat will be 
fried out of them. 

What do the Western Congressmen think on 
this point? Are they for still higher duties, the 
trust, and the robbery of the consumer, or are 
they for moderating the excessive duties which 
will protect the consumer and will not breed 
trust extortion? Their own interests are at 
stake. Ifon their return home they inform 
their constituents that in addition to all the 
other necessaries. of life which they have 
raised in price they have made every pane of 
window glass cost more, their constituents 
will tell them promptly that they sent them 
to Washington to lower the price of the neces- 
saries of life, not to raise them up, and 
after that signal failure to do what they were 
told they may stay at home.

Whether the narrators were mistaken, 
or the translators were in error, or 
the statements merely poetical imagery, like 
that in the song of Deborah which told that 
“the stars fought against Sisera, may not 
be known. Perhaps it is useless to inquire, 
but there can be no doubt in the mind of any 
intelligent man that a mistake was made 
somewhere. In order that the statements as 
read today be literally true the earth must in 
each instanee have ceased for a time to rotate 
on her axis. The student of celestial mechan- 
ics knows of no way in which the tremendous 
force of that movement could be restored ex- 
cept by carrying the earth far outside of her 
orbit and letting her fall back again towards 
the sun under certain other conditions which 
need not be specified. 


Tun different and grants made by Congress, 
mostly through the semi-desert regions, to aid 
in the construction of railroads aggregate 
about 200,000,000 acres, or an area approxi- 
mately four times that of Illinois.

Until the defects are passed there is grave 
danger that all the work hitherto done will be 
for naught, that the million of dollars paid to 
the contractor will be entirely without result 
so far as the city is concerned, and, what is 
worse, that the lives of scores of honest work- 
ingmen employed in the tunnel may be sacri- 
ficed. The crib should be put in a safe and 
secure position immediately. The original 
intention was to use this crib, as soon as the 
tunnel was completed to it, for supplying the 
city with water. It was therefore not in- 
tended that it should be a temporary affair, 
but a permanent and secure one. Mr. Cheney 
is to be commended for his efforts to make it 
secure now. If the Mayor does not sustain 
him the Council can take action in the matter, 
and should do so without delay. 


Cheaper Goods and Lower Wages vs. Present 
System, Which ? 


EnGLEewoop, III., Sept. 17.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une, In a recent article you speak of free 
trade and the consequent European scale of 
wages.“ Would not a reduction in the scale of 
wanes be followed by a proportionate reduction 
in the cost of all the ucts of labor, which 
means — for which the wages of the la- 
borer must be expended? 

To assert that free trade would place labor in 
this country on a level with European labor is to 
assert by inference either that conditions are the 
same here and abroad or that free trade would 
make them so. Does THE TRIBUNE mean that 
free trade would take from us our cheaper and 
more fertile lands, r more productive mines, 
and from our laborers their greater intelligence 
and enterprise, and impose upon them the great

Does THE TRIBUNE mean to assert t 
labor is now protected in any measures—that pro-

If indirect protection be so powerful to protect 
the laborer please explain why it is not equally 
potent to protect raw material. 

What need of a duty on wool? Would it not be 
rotected through pro ing the manufacturer 
ust precisely as is labor ? 

y is not the wool-grower told, as is the labor- 
er, that he is protected indirectly? 

Is it because it is known that the wool cannot 


he favor this system unless he retains some por- 
tion or the whole of the increase of price? 

We are told that protection makes wages high 
and prices low. 

Are we to believe that the flanufacturers and 
1 — that favor this system and whose sel- 
fish interest obviously requires that wages should 
be low and prices high have all turned philan- 
thropists, and are spending their means so lav- 
ishly to defeat their own interests? 

As a workingman I am deeply interested in this 
question, and if Iam wrong in my reasoning I wish 
you would show where, and explain why com- 
pelling our capital to compete with foreign capi- 
tal, as our labor does with foreign labor, would 
not by lessening the profits of capital give the 
laborer a larger share of the joint products of 
capital and labor.

The writer of the above seems from the tone of 
his communication to have made up his mind 
that it is better to have cheap European goods 
and low European wages than high American 
wages and goods. It is true that Tas TRIBUNE 
does not think so, but if any man, after all the 
facts are laid before him, arrives at a contrary 
conclusion it is doubtless his duty to vote for the 
Democratic party, whose success would, of 
course, be followed ‘by the introduction of the 
lower labor scale for the sake of getting cheaper 


goods. 

The questions asked by the writer are so plain- 
ly and courteously put that Tag Trisunx feels 
obliged to answer them, though in doing so it 
goes over ground often traversed by it before. 

1. Tae Trereuns has admitted again and again 
that most manufactured goods would be cheaper 
necessarily with free trade than with protection. 
Often the American workmen were forced to ac 
cept the European scale of pay. 

2. But it has denied the truth of the claim made 
by the Democrats and the demagogues that wages 
would not be reduced, but would remain at the 
protection high-water mark while the price of 
goods would sink to the lower English or 
European level. This Democratic assertion is 


fraudulent nonsense, and the way in which the cor- }. 


respondent asks his question indicates that he 
does not know whether to believe it or not. 

8. If the laborers prefer 50 per cent off their 
wages and cheap English goods it is their duty, 
or at least their right, to vote the Democratic 
ticket, for that is the shortest way to get them. 
Only they must bear in mind that the drop in 
wages will come instanter and will cause a terri- 


ble convulsion all over the Nation, while the fall 


in prices will take place more slowly. As the drop 
in wages will not be limited to workingmen, but 
will apply to all wage classes, high and low, the 
whole country will be involved and there will be 
a swift succession of strikes, lockouts, and riots, 
till everybody has settled down from the upper 
plateau of American living to the lower one of 
European existence. 

4. The correspondent assumes that the cut in 
the wages of the workingman would be offset by 
his gain by cheaper goods. THe Trrscne thinks 
that is not correct. His food, which forms the 
chief item in living expenses, would cost him not 
far from as much as before, for there would be no 
reason why the farmer should charge less than 
the market price, which is fixed by the European 
price of food. His wages might drop one-half 
and he might gain only one-quarter on cheaper 
goods and food. He would have to sink to a 
lower scale of living to make good the difference. 

5. Tun Trrsune thinks the duty on mixing 
wool is an economic mistake—that it does not pro- 


tect the wool-grower or increase the price of his 


clip, while it does raise the price of woolen goods 
of all kinds to the consumer, farmers as well as 
city people. The manufacturer needs foreign 
wools to mix with the American ones. Hence 
whatever lessens the consumption of the former 
lessens that of the latter, and plays directly into 
the hands of the foreign manufacturer. All this 
has been explained in this paper a hundred times. 

6. Lands are cheaper here than in England, but 
they are not more fertile than those of that 
country, or of France, Austria, or Russia. But 
asthis country raises surpluses of agricultural 
products it is nonsense to talk of protecting them 
by imposing duties on like products of foreign 
countries. The way to protect the American 
farmer isthe one pointed out by Mr. Blaine—to 
open new markets which will consume his sur- 
pluses and thus raise the value of his whole 
crop. Itis possible that the correspondent has 
not investigated this logical and necessary devel- 
opment of the protective policy. When he has 
done so some of his doubts may be removed. 

7. This country has no standing army worth 
mentioning, but it has a tremendous pension roll 
which a year hence will cost as much as the mil- 
itary establishment of the greatest European na- 
tion. Owing to this yearly expenditure, which 
will be higher before it is lower, Federal taxes 
will be heavy nec ily, and will stay so for a 
long time. 

8. Toe TrrIsvne is not in favor of the prohibi- 
tory tariffism of McKinley, which it does not con- 
sider sound Republican doctrine. It is for mod- 
erate protéction; not for that which is immoder- 
ate and breeds trusts and extortion. Where pro- 
tection is excessive trusts are formed, and these 
seek to extort from the home market the last 
cent the immoderate protection allows. Work- 
ingmen get little or none of the benefits of this 
“fat.” Their wages are not advanced, or, if they 
are, the advance is taken from them in the shape 
of the higher prices which they must pay as con- 
sumers. But where the protection fairly meets

A new registration 
shall be made before the next ensuing election 
after these qualifications are established.” 

In order to restrict suffrage between now and 
1896 it will be remembered that the committee 
recommended the adoption of the Dortch law. 


The following provisions were adopted without 


discussion : 

Electors in municipal elections shall pomsese all 
the qualifications herein prescribed and such ad- 
ditional qualifications as may be prescribed by 
law prior to Jan. 1, 1896. The elections by the 
ple in this State shall be regulated by an or- 

inary of this constitution.

PROTECTING GOVERNMENT FORESTS. 


The Senate Considers the Bill but Objects 
to the Phraseology. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special,]— 
The important bill for the protection of trees 
and other growth on the public domain from 
destruction by fire was in course of considera- 
tion by the Senate today, and seemed likely to 
be d. A technical objection was made to 
a part of the phraseology of the measure, and 
it went over temporarily. But Senator Pad- 
dock of Nebraska, who takes great interest in 

it, said this evening that he expects to be able 
to have the bill out through both the Senate 
and the House before the close of the session. 
This pill is intended to prevent destruction of 
forests, timber, and other growth by fire, by 
making the malicious negligence or causeless 
kindling of fires on the public domain a mis- 
‘demeanor, punishable under the United States 
laws. It very properly extends its provisions 
to fires kindled on the prairies or suffered to 

pass from private lands to the public domain 
— negligence. 

The uecessity for this legislation is shown in 
urgent recommendations made in the message 
of the President and in communications from 
the Secretary of the Interior. The proposed 
legislation is of a particularly urgent charac- 
ter, because the season is at hand when forest 
fires are most numerous and destructive, and 
Senator Paddock says it is of the highest im- 
portance that the Government should be em- 
powered to prevent and punish offenses of this 
nature, and that a determined measure of the 
matey ene should be enacted into a 
law, m order to prevent wanton waste by fire.

A TALK WITH AN OLD CHICAGOAN. 


“Bonny Brae” Higgins’ Success as a Califor- 
nia Fruit-Grower. 

H. M. Higgins, an old citizen of Chicago, now 
living at San Diego, Cal., is in the city fora few 
days, just for fun,“ he says. Mr. Higgins left 
Chicago at the time of the fire, completely broken 
down in health, and went to California to see if 
he could restore it. He returns now in his 70th 
year, looking as hale and hearty as the most ro- 
bust man of 55, a living example, as he puts it, of 
what San Diego climate can do for a man. 

He will be remembered by old-timers as the 
man who stood alone in the Opinion among the 
Board of Supervisors that Hyde Park could be 
drained.

“ Bonny Bras“ Higgins, for that is what he is 
called out in California, is an enthusiastic as well 
as a’ successful fruit-grower, and his Bonn 
Brae lemon is known everywhere for its hig 
qualities. 

“There is one peculiar thing that the world 
doesn’t know, he said yesterday, and tnat is the 
fact that out in San Diego we grow over twent 
different varieties of lemons in one orchard, an

SERVANTS HARD TO GET IN IOWA, 


A Famine of Chambermaids and Cooks in 
Keokuk—Fort Gaines’ Complaint. 

New. York, Sept. 18.—-[Special.]—Superintend- 
ent Weber of the barge office received letters to- 
day from Keokuk, Ia., and Fort Gaines, Neb., 
saying that there was a famine of domestic ser- 
vants in those towns. Cooks were only half a 
crop, chambermaids were a total failure, and 
there was a deplorable scarcity of maids-of-all- 
work. Ladies who belonged to the Four Hun- 
dred in Keokuk were doing their own cooking. In 
Fort Gaines ladies of the highest society did 
their own sweeping and dusting. The Mayor of 
Fort Gaines got up at 4 o'clock ifi the morn 
and built the fire. The Mayor’s wife arose at 
and made griddle-cakes for breakfast. The May- 
or’s daughter waited on the breakfast table. 

The scarcity of servants in Keokuk has made 
social entertainments almost impossible. Only a 
few weeks ago a lady belonging to one of the 
oldest families in Iowa, who was giv a fash- 
ionable reception, had to ask her guests to excuse 
her while she went in to freeze the ice cream. 


The letter concluded by saying that Keokuk 
wanted 100 domestic servants at once, and Fort 


Gaines wanted fifty more without delay. The 


most flattering terms were offered to induce emi- 
grants to come from the barge office to Keokuk 
and Fort Gaines.
